Johnson Says Red 
Push Can Be Halted 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- Vice 
President Lyndon B Johnson said 
today the United States will not 
surrender the free people of Asia 
to communism “ w ithout putting 
up a fight.” 


He said it was his judgm ent 
that “ freedom in Asia is worth 
fighting for” and that the Ameri­ 
can people, once they understand 
the 
tremendous 
stakes, 
“ are 
ready to follow 
the 
path 
that 
m eans freedom—not just for As­ 
ians, b ut for ourselves as well.” 


In an address prepared for de­ 
livery 
b efore 
a 
conference 
of 
United 
Press 
International 
edi­ 
tors, the vice president declared: 


"The front line of freedom lies 
today in nations like Viet Nam, 
Thailand and Pakistan. It is our 
ob ligation to ourselves and to our 
descendants to so 
conduct 
our­ 
selves that those lines will not 
b e b reached or pushed b ack.” 


Communism, the vice president 
declared, “ is not riding a tide of 
inevitab ility in Asia,” and “ it can 
b e stopped in its track s.” 


“ Simple arithm etic 
and com ­ 
mon horse sense dictate that we 
take the necessary steps to m ain­ 
tain the freedom of nations that 
have not fallen under the Com­ 
m unist yoke,” Johnson said. He 
added: 


“ The Communists are hoping 
we will surrender 
these 
people 
without putting up a fight. And I 
am here today to tell you—as I 
told the leaders of the countries 
that I visited—that we are not 
going to do it. 


“ We are not going to pull b ack 
to Honolulu and San 
Francisco 
to await the inevitab le Commu­ 
nist 
assault 
that 
would 
follow 
such a tremendous victory. These 
are not idle words.” 
The 
vice 
president 
said 
the 
Asian countries have “ the will, 
the manpower, and the resources 
to make their resistance effec­ 
tive” and all they need “ is an 
equal determination on our part, 
plus some help and advice.”

It wou ld be warm com fort to believ e the 
U.S. Su p rem e Cou rt solv ed the p roblem of 
Con.mu nist su bv ersion by u p hold ing a brace 
of anti-Commu nist laws last Mond ay . 
Perhap s those who can believ e the solu ­ 
tion is that easy are lu ck y . Their mind s 
are u ntrou bled by the d ou bts that u nsettle 
the mind s of those who believ e Commu nist 
su bv ersion is the u ltim ate trial of p op u lar 
gov ernm ent in the United States—a test far 
bey ond law—a test of faith and p hilosop hy . 
These p eop le hav e felt from the beginning 
that if A m ericans ev er were forced to clamp 
d own on Commu nist consp irators they wou ld 
lose their constitu tional gu arantee of free 
sp eech and thou ght. 


AS EAR BACK as the "w itch hu nts'’ of 
the 
’20s they feared the u ltim ate conse­ 
q u ences of "witch hu nting." which starts 
ou t to hu nt witches and end s u p by hu nting 
ev ery thing that d isp leases the hu nters. 
They hav e argu ed , u su ally to an accom ­ 
p anim ent of jeering, that if the American 
way of life is so insecu re it cannot with­ 
stand free comp etition with the Commu nist 
d octrine it is only a fraction as strong as 
its beneficiaries believ e it is. 
The beneficiaries believ e the essence of 
the Am erican way of life is the right to 
mak e free choices of id eas and to accep t 
resp onsibility for thou ghts and acts. Nothing 
ha> been more heinou s to them throu gh the 
generations than rep eated efforts to chok e 
off the op p osition. 
Whenev er this was tried , they look ed ahead 
to the p ossibility that if one class of op ­ 
p onents cou ld be chok ed off another class 
cou ld be chok ed off. u ntil one d ay only one 
v oice wou ld be heard —the v oice of whatev er 
d ictatorship finally em erged on top 


Wou ld not this v ersion of fighting fire 
with fire red u ce the United States to the 
sam e terrorism as that ad v ocated by the 
p roletarian d ictatorship in the Sov iet Union 
and its satellites? That has been their q u es­ 
tion. 


THE QUESTION nev er has been answ ered . 
The ablest mind s in the nation hav e grap ­ 
p led with it. The best they 
hav e got ou t 
of it is a d raw, which is not too bad . con­ 
sid ering that comp romise is the secret of 
d eliberativ e gov ernment. 
The best mind s in the fed eral ju d iciary 
now hav e come to grip s with it—and hav e 
come to 
a d raw too—a 5 -4 d ecision u p ­ 
hold ing 
a clau se in the Smith Act that 
m ak es it a crim e to belong to an organization 
try ing to ov erthrow the gov ernm ent 
and 
rnofher 5 -4 d ecision u p hold ing a 
req u ire­ 
ment 
that 
the Commu nist p arty register 
with the U.S. attorney general as an ageni 
of a foreign p ower. This p rov iso is p art of 
tl e Su bv ersiv e Activ ities Control Act. 


NEITHER OF THESE sq u ak er d ecisions 
will hav e any d irect effect. The laws u p held 
alread ' ex ist; they will be no stronger now 
than before. Lik ewise, the one thing that 
can block Commu nist su bv ersion 
alread y 
ex ists, too. 
It is the free ju d gment of the Am erican 
p eop le—the right to reject and accep t. If 
any thing hap p ens to that right, the battle 
for m en’s mind s in ou r time will be lost 
to the sid e that say s m en’s mind s belong 
to d ictators, not to men. 
Commu nism cannot be lick ed bv p assing 
laws against it. It has been held at bay 
in the United States by rejection after free 
inq u iry and free cho ice.

It was lik e try ing to p u t a head - 
Mr. Kenned y is d ealing so obv iou sly in 
tru ism s when he tells what he d id and what 
he thou ght abou t what he d id that the net 
effect is a rep ort of a trip to a national 
p ark , or p erhap s to a famou s cathed ral.

(Only u nsettled q u estions lik ely 
to disturb p eacefu l relations in "Who gets 
the 19 61 m eeting p ictu re rights” ?) 
It was first tim e a meeting between world 
leaders had sty le ap p eal and girlish glamor,

WHO IS TO BE the ju d ge of 
the m eaning of that statem ent, 
esp ecially when there is no rec­ 
ord av ailable ev en to Congress o n 
what was said by either Mr. Ken­ 
ned y or Mr. Khru shchev ? 
If nothing new was stated and , 
as Mr. Kenned y now say s, "No 
m ajor d ecisions were e i t h e r 
p lanned *or

Why was the trip u nd ertak en? 
The Presid ent gav e as his rea­ 
son that he wanted to find ou t 
first-hand w hat Mr. Khru shchev 
think s. He d id not care to rely 
on w hat his am bassad ors or what 
Presid ent 
Eisenhower told 
him 
after m any y ears of ex p erience 
with the Sov iets. 
Also, Mr. K e n n e d y say s he 
wished to ’p resent ou r v iew d i­ 
rectly , p recisely , realistically , and 
with an op p ortu nity for d iscu s­ 
sion and clarification." 


Yet, hard ly any d etails of what 
went on d u ring that "d iscu ssion” 
hav e thu s far been rev ealed . If 
Mr. Kenned y say s he sou ght to 
state A m erica’s p osition "p recise­ 
ly ,” it is im p ortant that Congress 
be told ju st w hat those "p recise" 
p osiions are tod ay . 


The few m em bers of the Hou se 
or 
Senate who were 
"briefed " 
at the White Hou se learned little 
m ore than w hat was said by Mr. 
Kenned y in his telev ision ad d ress.

Presid ent 
ad d ed 
to

m y stery of why the meeting with 
the Sov iet p rem ier was ev er u n­ 


d ertak en when 
he 
said 
in

sp eech: 
"N either of u s was there to d ic­ 
tate a settlem ent or to conv ert the 
other to a cau se, or to conced e 
ou r basic interests.” 


ONE WONDERS now 
w hether 
the Presid ent really felt before­ 
hand . too, that there w as no u se 
try ing to "conv ert” the S o v i e t 
lead er to a belief in p eace — or 
any thing else. 
It is ev id ent, howev er, that the 
issu e of p eace or w ar w as d is­ 
cu ssed . 
There 
is 
a 
hint 
or 
threat of p ossible w ar in the fol­ 
lowing section of Mr. Kenned y s 
sp eech: 
"B u t ou r 
most som ber 
talk s 
w ere on the su bject of G erm any 
and Berlin. I mad e it clear to Mr, 
K hru shchev that the secu rity of 
W estern Eu rop e and , 
therefore, 
ou r own secu rity are d e e p l y 
inv olv ed in ou r p resence and ou r 
access rights to West Berlin, that 
those rights are based 
on 
law 
and not nn su fferance, and that 
we are d eterm ined to m aintain 
those rights at any risk , and thu s 
m eet ou r obligation to the p eop le 
of West Berlin, and their right 
to choose their own fu tu re. 
"M r. Khru shchev in tu rn p re­ 
sented his v iews in d etail and 
his p resentation will be the su b­ 
ject of fu tu re comm u nications, bu t 
we are not seek ing to change the 
p resent situ ation. A bind ing G er­ 
m an p eace treaty is a m atter for 
all who were at w ar with G er­ 
many , and we and ou r allies can­ 
not aband on ou r obligations to the 
p eop le of West Berlin.” 


THERE ARE ru m ors that while 
Mr. Kenned y mad e no "conces­ 
sions,” he gav e the im p ression 
the Allies wou ld not go to w ar 
m erely ov er the signing of a 
p eace treaty between the Sov iets 
and East Germ any . This im p res­ 
sion, if conv ey ed 
by 
Kenned y , 
cou ld hav e cau sed Mr. K hru sh­ 
chev to d o his "d ancing" stu nt 
in Moscow on his retu rn. 
Bu t then, it will be ask ed , what 
was m eant by the firm statem ent 
in the P resid ent sp eech that the 
Allies "a re d eterm ined to m ain­ 
tain those rights at any risk and 
thu s m eet ou r obligation to the 
p eop le of West Berlin?” 
Congressional 
com m ittees will

The chu rch has sched u led its 
annu al m ass rally in d iv id ed Ber­ 
lin for Ju ly 19-23 and the Com­ 
m u nists are d oing their u tmost 
to w reck it. 


Half a million of the chu rch’s 
40 million 
m em bers 
throu ghou t 
G erm any 
attend ed 
the 
rally , 
k nown as the Kirchentag, in Mu ­ 
nich last y ear. An eq u ally large 
tu rnou t cou ld be ex p ected nex t 
month. 


Bu t the Com mu nists hav e mad e 
it p lain they will d o all they can 
to p rev ent East Germ an m em ­ 
bers getting to Berlin. 


They m ay also interfere with 
free trav el to su rrou nd ed Berlin 
by barring chu rch lead ers from 
West G erm any coming by road 
or rail. They hav e d one this be­ 
fore when m eetings of which they 
d isap p rov ed w ere held in the d i­ 
v id ed city . 
The stru ggle is ov er the u nity 
of the Ev angelical chu rch. 
Grou p s 
of 
m em ber 
chu rches 
are fed erated in one bod y which 
strad d les the iron cu rtain. The 
biggest grou p , the Chu rch of the 
Union, 
which 
form erly cov ered 
the area of Pru ssia, now stretches 
from the Od er R iv er in the Com­ 
m u nist E ast to the Rhine in the 
free West, 
The Com m u nist regime d oesn’t 
lik e this. It w ants for E ast G er­ 
m any a sep arate chu rch lead er­ 
ship . So it is cam p aigning to sp lit 
the chu rch in two by obstru cting 
u nified 
m eetings 
of

from E ast and West. 
To ju stify their op p osition the 
Com mu nists hav e slap p ed a p o­ 
litical label on the rally .

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Ohio Big 8 Basketball Conference Unofficially Formed

Representatives of seven peren- 
ially strong Ohio high school bas­ 
ketball powers unofficially organ­ 
ized a new athletic league for bas­ 
ketball and voted to call the pro­ 
posed loop the “Ohio Big 8 Bas­ 
ketball Conference.” 


Coaches, athletic directors and 
principals of Alliance, East Liv­ 
erpool, Massillon, Niles, Salem, 
Steubenville and Warren met on 
Thursday at the Lape Hotel here. 
They set June 22 as the date that 
all principals would be present to 
go over the constitution and by­ 
laws and adopt them if agreed 
upon, providing that all athletic 
boards of 
the 
schools involved 
give their approval. 


IF THE PRINCIPALS approve 
the constitution and by-laws the 
league will become official and 
will begin operation with the 1961- 
62 cage season. 
The eighth member of the pro­ 
posed conference, Canton McKin­ 


ley, was not present. Dean Roach, 
sports writer for the Canton Re­ 
pository, spoke in behalf of the 
Canton school. Roach said that, 


"Canton McKinley seem s to be 
having some opposition from the 
administration.” The administrat­ 


ors, he went on, “want something 
definite before making a decision 
on joining the league.” 


Roach pointed out that the ad­ 
ministrators of the Canton school 
voiced some objection in t h a t 
they did not know whether they 
would benefit from the proposed 
league. 


Four 
problems, 
Roach 
said, 
have been cited by administrat­ 
ors of the school: (I) They would 
have scheduling problems when 
they are to play home games be­ 
cause all Canton schools use the 
fieldhouse; (2) They wondered if 
the proposed league would oppose

CUYAHOGA FALLS expressed 
that they would keep its mem­ 
bership in the all-sport, Inter-City 
Conference that includes Barber­ 


ton, Canton Timken, Akron Ho- 
ban, Akron St. Vincent and Can­ 
ton Lincoln. 
The name “Ohio Big 8 Basket­ 
ball Conference” was suggested 
by Salem mentor, John Cabas and 
passed with unanimous approval. 
All schools represented submitted 
names for the new league. “East 
Central Classic League,” “Three 
Rivers Conference” and “Heart­ 
land Conference” were some of 
the names suggested. 
Milton Mollenkoph, Warren Har­ 
ding principal, suggested that at 
each league game, it should be 
determined by someone, possibly 
the officials, which school displays 
the best example of sportsman­ 
ship. He said that this might be 
one way to stop a rivalry after 
the game ends, instead of carry­ 
ing it outside. 


The constitution com mi 11 e e, 
composed of Joe Bassett, N i l e s 
coach; Larry Pallante, Niles ath­ 
letic director; Ben Wilson, War­ 
ren athletic director; Dick Boyd, 
Warren coach, and Salem coach 
John Cabas presented the consti­ 
tution and by-laws to the group 
for 
discussion. 
Boyd 
pointed 
out that no decision would be 
made now on the constitution. 
Cabas stated that the coaches 
wrote the constitution but that the 
real power of the new league rests 
with the various school principals, 
in that they are the ones that will 
comprise die executive board.
